Hydro’s Importance 

Hydro power is of extreme im- 
portance to Brazil for a number 
of reasons. First, all liquid fuels 
are expensive because they must 
be imported or brought from a 
great distance usually over routes 
involving hardship or inconven- 
ience in transportation; secondly, 
Brazilian coal, found chiefly in 
the southern part of the country, 
is of low thermal content and until 
processes to utilize this abundant 
fuel economically and more com- 


pletely are developed coal cannot

Wheat as Cash Crop
